AT FAIRMOUNT IS 
LAID TO CRACKDOWN 


Fairmount Park is leading rac- 
ing plants throughout the coun- 
try in increased parimutuel bet- 
ting this year as a result of the 
concentrated crackdown on illegal 
gambling in the St. Louis area, 
James W. Connor, executive di- 
rector of the St. Louis Crime 
Commission, said yesterday. 

A total of $4,182,881 has been 
wagered at the Collinsville track 
to date, compared with $2,665,335 
for the first 20 days of the 1950 
spring meeting and $2,840,838 the 
first 20 days of the late summer 
meeting last year. Ten additional 
betting windows were installed in 
the grandstand to handle the rush 
and to discourage illegal bookie 
operations there. Seventy-two 
windows are operating. 

For the first 20 days of the 
spring meeting bets at Fairmount 
Park have jumped 64 per cent 
over the same period last year. 
At Sportsman’s Park, Chicago, the 
increase was 23 per cent and the 
average rise at other tracks 
amounts to about 18 per cent. 

Racing experts say increased 
purses and better horses are a 
factor in the heavier betting. But

WN. PILOTS HI 
120,000 ENEMY 
TROOPS IN YEAR 


U.S. Far East Air Forces 
Destroy or Damage 391 
Red Planes While Los- 
ing 246 of Own. 


TOKYO, June 22 (AP) — Unit- 
ed States Far East Air Forces 
planes killed or wounded more 
than 120,000 enemy troops in the 
first year of the Korean war, it 
was announced today. 

An Air Force summary of 12 
months of combat listed 391 Com- 
munist planes destroyed, prob- 
ably destroyed or damaged. Amer- 
ican losses were 246 planes of all 


types. 

The Air Force was the first 
United States armed service to 
go into action in Korea. Lt. Col. 
Jatmmes W. Little, Rock Springs, 
Wyo., shot down an enemy fighter 
over Kimpo airfield June 27 for 
the Air Forces’ first kill. 

The enemy first challenged Al- 
lied air supremacy with the Rus- 
sian-built Yak propeller fighters. 
Later the Russian MIG-15 ap- 
peared. 

The enemy committed the MIG- 
15 to the Korean battle on Nov. 1 
and since then has suffered de- 
struction or damage to 213 planes. 

The United States met the Red 
MIG-15 threat with the F-80 
Shooting Stars, F-84 Thunderjets 
and F-86 Saber jest. 

The first big air battle south 
of Sinuiju took place Dee 22. 
Six of 26 MIGs were destroyed, 
another damaged. No losses were 
suffered by the American F-86s. 
The Korean war produced the 
world’s first jet ace—Capt. James 
Jabara of Wichita, Kan. He re- 
turned to the United States after 
shooting down six MIGs. 

The Far East Air Forces have 
been supplemented by airmen 
from South Africa, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, Greece and The Nether- 
lands. 

Personnel losses, including offi- 
cers and airmen, include 857 
killed, wounded and missing in 
action. Three are listed officially 
as prisoners of war. 


Aircraft losses include 246—188 


fighters, 33 bombers, eight trans- 


ports and 17 other types.

Eccles entered government serv- 
ice in 1934, starting as a Treasury 
official after providing Congress 
» with, a recovery-from-depression 
program of his own which later 
was embodied in large part in the 
New Deal. 

President Roosevelt sent him to 
the Federal Reserve Board in late 
1934, and there he pushed 
through a reorganization of the 
board (of which he then became 
chairman) and of banking which 
he said “ended New York domina- 
tion of the supply of money and 
credit throughout the country.” 
Eccles first outlined the New 
Deal policy of “deficit spending” 
in a depression. He believed also 
in budget-balancing in inflation- 


ary periods. 
Opposed Treasury Policy. 


In recent months he has openly 
opposed the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s policy of making the Fed- 
eral Reserve support the Govern- 
ment bond market at low interest 
rates. The result, he has charged, 
is inflationary. 

Eccles’s father, a hard-work- 
ing Scotsman out of Glasgow’s 
slums, moved to the civil war- 
torn United States in 1863, and 
amassed millions—later expanded 
by his son—as a Utah pioneer. 
Eccles was the thirteenth of 21 
children born to his father by the 
two wives he had simultaneously 
under a Mormon practice which 
that church gave up when Ntah 
became a state. At 19, young 
Marriner was a Mormon mission- 
ary to Scotland for a two-year 
period. 

Eccles was married to the for- 
mer May Campbell Young of 
Scotland, whom he met in his 
missionary days, until their di- 
vorce in 1949. Two sons and a 
daughter were born of that mar- 
riage.

TO BE INTRODUCED 


Vinson to Propose School 
on Par With West 
Point, Annapolis—Site 
Not Designated. 
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- WASHINGTON, June 22 (AP)—

an Air Force Academy, on a par

academy would be situated. 

' He said his bill would authorize 
the Air Secretary to determine 
the permanent site of the acade- 
my and to appoint a commission 
to aid him in selection of the 
site. 

The bill, however, would av- 
thorize te secretary to establish 
the academy at a temporary loca- 
tion until construction at a per- 
manent site could be completed. 

Possible Temporary Site. 

Initially, Vinson said, the Air 

Force contemplates establishing 
the academy at some existing Air 
Force installation or at a civilian 
institution which could be leased 
to the Air Force at a minimum of 
expense. 
* This would permit operation of 
the academy prior to the time 
that permanent facilities are con- 
structed, and, in addition would 
permit the organization and train- 
ing of the faculty and staff, he 
explained. 

Air Force supporters long have 
argued for a separate air acad- 
emy. The Joint Chiefs of Staff 
backed that view in 1949 and a 
Service Academy Board appointed 
by the Defense Department urged 
in 1950 that the air school be 
established immediately. 

From an original list of scores 
of proposed sites for a permanent 
academy ‘including Weldon Spring 
and Sedalia, Mo., and Elsah, IIl.), 
the Air Force has now narrowed 
down the possible choices to one 
of seven places. 

They are: Camp Beale, near 
Marysville, Calif.; near Colorado 
Springs, Colo.; near Madison, N.D.; 
near Charlotte, N.C.; or one of 
three Texas sites—Grayson coun- 
ty, Grapevine or Randolph Air 
Force Base.

Study Supply, Need 
For Power in Missouri Valley 


Decision for Far-Reaching Investigation 
Broadens Scope of Planning — Steam 
Plants to Be Considered. |

SHENANDOAH, Ia., June 22. 


FAR-REACHING investigation of electric power supply and 


demand throughout the Missouri river valley will be made by 
the Missouri Basin Interagency Committee. This constftutes 


a significant advance in the movement for development of the 
basin and fuller utilization of its latent resources. By its unanimous 
approval of the study, at its meeting here yesterday, Interagency 


committed itself to recognition of 


Notably, the committee will 
take into consideration the exten- 
sive use of steam generating 
plants to produce a firm or de- 
pendable supply of electric power. 
This could lead to a vastly larger 
supply of steady current than the 
water-operated generators at In- 
teragency dams. Hydro power is 
not firm, as it is subject to the 
vagaries of water availability in 
the rivers. Steam plants are a 
touchy point in the bitter public 
vs. private power fight. 

The study is the result of in- 
sistent urging that the -basin's 
power must be greatly enlarged. 
Gov. Val Peterson (Rep.), of Ne- 
braska, an Interagency member 
and chairman of the Missouri 
River States Committee, has had 
a leading part in this insistence. 
There has been recurrent criti- 
cism that the Interagency plan 
has not gone far enough as to 
power. 

Increases by Private Plants. 
The investigation will take into 
account provision of more power 
by the private electric industry 
as well as the public power sys- 
tem being created under the In- 
teragency plan for the basin. 
However, a suggestion for repre- 
sentation of private industry on 
the subcommittee of Interagency, 
an extra-official co-ordinating 
body, was turned down by the 
committee, as a bad precedent 
and an unnecessary ; . 
Appointment of the subcommit- 
tee for the exhaustive study was 
at Gov. Peterson’s suggestion, on 
a motion by Brig. Gen. Don. G. 
Shingler of the Army Engineers, 
seconded by Glenn J. Hopkins of 
the Federal Security Agency.

We do not know whether or not there is very 
much behind this charge. Board Member Oscar 
A. Ehrhardt, for example, says that in the first 
place, the amount really ought to be only

dollars is worth a second look, and a look 
through disinterested eyes. If there is nothing 
to hide, there is no sound point in blocking a 
check-up. 

It may be that no more is involved here than 
some rather easy-going purchasing methods. No- 
body has been accused of a major offense. But 

“if there is laxness about advertising for bids 
and otherwise living up to the regulations cov- 
ering school board purchases, such laxness 
ought to be brought to light and corrected. 

By authorizing a tax increase and a bond is- 
sue, the voters of St. Loufs have placed new 
burdens of responsibility on the board. And 
the board ought to show itself worthy of confi- 
“dence, instead of making itself so often a cen- 
ter of doubt. 

The situation is not improved by the fact 
that the board has been dividing more and more 
frequently into hostile factions, bitterly eager 
to score points at each other’s expense. These 
pointless feuds have brought the board to its 
present low repute. They are the chief reason 
for the demand on the Legislature for an act 
authorizing a more simplified administration of 
the city’s educational business. This. business 
ought to be in the hands of properly qualified 
experts under proper supervision. 

The board members ought to give their time 
to genuine questions of educational policy, in- 
stead of finding it necessary to fight about 
whether a piano was properly purchased or not.

The Missouri Cotton Producers Association is 
really playing with dynamite in its decision to 
try to import Mexican farm labor. It has sent a 
representative to Washington to lobby for legis- 
lation pending in the House. 

Mexican laborers have been imported to the 
Southeast Missouri cotton fields for the past 
three years. A page of photographs in the 
Post-Dispatch’s PICTURES section last year 
depicted the crude, crowded and unsanitary 
conditions in which many of them lived. As a 
result the Black Gin Co., of Morley, which 
employed these particular workers, said it was 
improving conditions. But migratory labor re- 
mains generally a grievous problem. 

Wages of competing American laborers have 
been depressed, serious health situations have 
been created, and average pay has been low- 
ered in other occupations into which the im- 
ported laborers have drifted, according to the 
President’s commission on migratory labor. 

After a considerable study the commission 
came to the conclusion that importation of for- 
eign farm workers is unnecessary. Plenty of 
farm workers will be available if they are paid 
well enough and given good enough living condi- 
tions, the commission asserted.

Bribery in the Legislature? 

Gov. Smith has made a shocking charge con- 
cerning the Missouri Legislature. He says truck 
lobbyists paid money to Jegislators to defeat an 
increase in truck fees. This amounts to a charge 
of bribery. 

It is the most serious accusation to be placed 
against any Legislature, or any. lobby, in a 
decade. ~ 

The Governor says it is “common knowledge” 
that money changed hands on the floor of the 
House during the dispute over road legislation. 

Representative Tom Shockley says he heard 
that one House member connected with a truck 
line told other persons he spent $1200 among 
fellow legislators during the action.

of possibly $200,000 had been raised by the or- 
ganized road busters. 


Not since the days of the infamous Union . 


Electric Co. lobbying in the 1930s have there 
been such grave bribery accusations. Certainly 
not since those old scandals has there been such 
brazen lobbying against the public welfare. 

The facts must come out. So far nobody has 
named the legislators, lobbyists or amounts in- 
volved in the alleged pay-offs. Gov. Smith says 
this will be brought out if the special House 
lobby investigation, beginning hearings July 6, 
“goes far enough.” Since Gov. Smith will be the 
first witness, he will have the opportunity to 
name names. , 

Bribery of legislators is a crime. It is a fel- 
‘ony punishable by imprisonment up to five 
years, This is little enough for those who betray 
the public trust. 

The House lobby committee should undertake 
to prove or disprove these grave charges. If 
the road busters have brought corruption to the 
State Government, both the lobbyists who gave 


and the legislators who received money tainted 
by betrayal must be exposed and punished. 
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The Agenda Battle Ends 
Having broken off the Paris conference, the 
Western powers can now ask themselves how 
well they came out in the propaganda duel 
which the conference had become. 


For many days the stumbling block at the 


‘conference has been the question of the Atlan- 


tic pact. The Western powers take the position 
that they do not mind letting Russia discuss 
the pact at a foreign ministers’ conference, but 
they will not permit it to be listed on the agenda 
of subjects to be discussed. The Russians insist 
that the Atlantic pact be on the agenda, and 
they have now added that their own mutual 
defense pacts with their satellites could go on 
the agenda too. 


Strictly as propaganda, this round seems to 
go to the Russians on points. Our diplomats 
undoubtedly feel that the Kremlin is trumping 
up a fake issue in emphasizing the Atlantic 
pact, but it is not at all certain that this will 
be clear to many Europeans. When the Rus- 
sians offer to discuss their own defense ar- 
rangements which the West considers aggressive, 
a good many Europeans are likely to ask why 
the West will not agree to discuss the Atlantic 
defense arrangement which Russia denounces as 
aggressive. 

The fact is that the West seems to have got 
itself in something of a box on this whole ques- 
tion. In explaining why we do not want it on 
the agenda, our diplomats say it might lead 
the Big Four foreign ministers “directly or. in- 
directly” to call the Atlantic pact into question. 
But three of those four ministers would repre- 
sent signers of the Atlantic pact. Is it likely 
that a Big Four conference could call the pact 
into question over the opposition of three ‘of 
its members? 

However, that was the Western position, and 
the diplomats could not get out of it without 
losing face. If in spite of the Paris deadlock 
a foreign ministers’ conference is held next 
month, as the West suggests, the question of 
the Atlantic pact is sure to be discussed, and 
the great agenda battle over it will have been 
forgotten. : |

EMPRESS DOWAGER 
OF JAPAN GIVEN 
$222,000. FUNERAL 


TOKYO, June 22 (AP)—Japan 
today gave its empress dowager a 
$222,000 funeral. 

Emperor Hirohito’s mother, the 
Empress Dowager Sadako, was 
placed in the imperial mausoleum 
after a day of pomp and cere- 
mony. 

The unofficial estimate of the 
costs—everything from floral 
wreaths to the special train that 
carried the body to Tamagoryo, 
its final resting place—totaled 
80,000,000 yen. 

The empress dowager’s body 
had lain in state since her death 
May 17 at Omiya palace—where 
she had lived in seclusion 25 
years since the death of her hus- 
band, Emperor Taisho. The body 
was borne by carriage to the 
Toshimagaoka cemetery down 
streets lined with 1,000,000 men, 
women and children.

FOWLER MCORMICK — 
EXPLAINS RESIGNATION 


Says He Quit Harvester Co. 
Post After Board’s ‘Hasty’ 
Action. 


CHICAGO, June 22 ‘(AP)— 
Fowler McCormick blames “hasty 
and ill-advised” action by direc- 
tors of the International Harves- 
ter Co. for his May 28 resigna- 
tion as chairman of the board. 


In a two-hour press conference 
yesterday, his first since he gave 
up the helm of the big farm 
equipment firm, McCormick gave 
reporters his version of events 
that prompted his surprise resig- 
nation. 

He gave as his reasons for 
quitting the chairmanship differ- 
ences with Harvester president 
John L. McCaffrey and the 
board’s decision to make McCaf- 
rey chief executive officer. , 

Until May 28, when the board | 
held a _ special meeting and 
amended the company’s pylaws, | 
McCormick, as chairman of the 
board, also was chief executive | 
officer. His resignation was an- 
nounced after the board meeting 
broke up. He remains a mem- 
ber of the board, however. 

McCormick, 52 years old, is a 
grandson of Cyrus Hall McCor- 
mick, who founded the company | 
more than a century ago.

A state park system removed from party politics 
and placed under management of a non-partisan, 
non-political park board would be one long step 
in the right direction. A division of our Conser- 
vation Commission devoted to development of 
attractive wilderness campsites on state lands 
would be another. And finally, there should be 
some means for developing the recreational possi- 
bilities within the two national forests of Missouri.

your hair in softened water, be 
sure to follow the water rinse 
with a lemon rinse. The acid in 
the lemon juice will cut the al- 
kali that is present both in the 
water and in the shampoo and 
will help return the hair and 
scalp to normal. 

Another form of reconditioning 
should follow the shampoo if 
your hair is excessively dry. A 
light oil should be rubbed gently 
into the scalp. Vaseline, is excel- 
lent, as is animal oil (anolin) 
when the latter is mixed with a 
fine oil. Vegetable oils are good 
as long as they are fresh. 

By stimulation, the second thing 
needed for healthy hair, we mean 
combing, brushing and massage. 
The combing and brushing, of 
either wet or dry hair, should be 
done with an upward motion, at 
the front, back and on the sides. 
Hair should always be brushed 
away from the face toward the 
back of the neck. 

Butdady, be gentle. Never brush 
through snarls, loosen them gen- 
tly with the comb.

There are some “don'ts” too, in 
the bedtime care of skin. Never 
apply ice directly to the skin; it 
is irritating. Never apply hot 
water to the face; it may cause 
the tiny blood vessels to rupture 
and blotchy pink spots to appear. 

The muscles around the eyes 
and around the mouth are cir- 
cular. A frequent site af pre- 
mature wrinkling is in the outer 
corners of the eyes. Often, too, 
one notices fine lines on the 
upper lip. To help erase these 
hard lines, nightly’ gentle mas- 
sage is recommended. 

One such relaxing exercise 
consists of gentle massage start- 
ing at the top of the nose on one 
side, the stroke being continued 
across the brow in the direction 
of hair growth, around the eye 
itself and back toward the nose. 
This circular movement in mas- 
sage is repeated for the lip area. 
In this case, one starts at the 
upper lip and goes down around 
the lower lip. 


Another rewarding bit of mas- 
sage is a finger movement from 


the center of the chin, across apd 
up the ear on either side. 


A fourth bedtime exercise is 
to run the tips of the fingers up 
from each eyebrow to the hair- 
line te counteract horizontal fore- 
head wrinkling, and a fifth is to 
run the fingers gently from the 
inside of one eyebrow across the 
inside corner of the other to re- 
lax the tension there and pre- 
vent verticle wrinkles.

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Dangerous Little 
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Be Patient When 
Feeding a Baby 


HERE is nothing like experi- 

ence to teach a mother how 

babies act when they are first 
offered solid foods. She may think 
all it amounts to is to make the 
food taste good and feed it in 
small amounts. She is not pre- 
pared for what to do if the baby 
won't accept it. 

Mrs, E, N. C. emphasizes a point 
with which all mothers should be 
familiar. This point is that a baby 
may act as if he disliked a food 
when he doegn’t at all. 

The baby may want the food 
badly and not know how to nego- 
tiate it, He puts his tongue 
senna = Lege tery solid food as 

ore e put it against 
the nipple and pushed. But when 
he adopts these tactics the results 
are very different. The food goes 
out of his mouth instead of down 
his throat. Then he cries, not 
because he dislikes the food, but 
because he is frustrated. 

This is a time to be very pa- 
tient, Try more food and put it 
back far enough on the tongue 
so swallowing becomes automatic. 

If this doesn’t work and the 
baby gets all upset because he 
can't swallow, stop the solid foods 
for a week or two or three and 
then try again. This 

Feeding a baby should always 
be a pleasant ceremony, not a 
tug of war, and the mother should 
carry it through in the spirit that 
if the baby could co-operate 
whole-heartedly, he would.

Preserving 
Time at Hand; 
Here's How

TRAWBERRY and cherry pre- 
serving time is at hand. Al- 
though these fruits are in mar- 
ket a good many months, it is only 
when they are cheaper, or per- 
haps I should say less expensive, 
that we undertake to “put them 


up.” 

With the aid of a commercial 
pectin, either bottled or powdered, 
you can make a little fruit go a 
long way. The products are dif- 
ferent from those that are made 
by the classic and older method. 
Actually, we cannot make jelly 
from either of these fruits with- 
out the use of other fruit juices 
such as currant or a pectin prod- 
uct. Both lack natural pectin. By 
the way, you will get the same 
results whether you use either 
powdered or bottled form, but 
you will need special recipes ad- 
justed to each. One will not re- 
place the other in a recipe. Ac- 
cording to reports, the East pre- 
fers the liquid, while the Midwest 
likes the powder. 

All of them are quick and easy 
to prepare, and results are sure 
if you read and follow the recipes 
carefully. We find some old-fash- 
ioned cooks that prefer the new 
quick method even for jams, be- 
cause they like a thick jam or 
marmalade. There is no real line 
of demarcation between the two, 
although generally we find larger 
pieces of fruit in the latter, and 
this often includes cut orange rind 
that adds a contrasting texture as 
well as flavor to fruits of softer 
texture and milder flavor. An in- 
teresting way to make your fruit 
do double duty for both jelly and 
jam has béen developed, and by 
planning to make these at the 
same time, you will have a large 
yield. ;

The underworld calls Sutton 
“Slick Willie’ and “Willie the 
Actor.” He is wanted for bank 
robbery, armed robbery and “un- 
lawful flight to avoid confine- 
ment.” 

The wily Willie has been cred- 
ited with masterminding the mil- 
lion-dollar Brinks Express Co. 
robbery in Boston. The FBI says 
that is a good hunch, but it may 
be conjecture. 

However, he has been positively 
identified as the leader of three 
bandits who strolled into a branch 
of the Manufacturers Trust Co., 
New York, at 8:30 a.m. on March

9, 1950, and ambled out with 
$63,942—one of the slickest “bank 
jobs” on record. 

That was just one of many 
capers for Sutton; who specializes 
in armed robbery and whose ca- 
reer includes a number of suc- 
cessful escapes from prison. 

Sutton’s ingenuity is shown by 
the fact that in one escape plot 
he modeled a head out of plaster 
of Paris which was almost an 
exact duplicate of his own image. 

He planned to place the head 
on his cell cot and mislead guards 
into believing, he was “present 
and accounted for.” That plot 
misfired, but at least a dozen 
others succeeded. 

G-men admit “Slick Willie” is 
one criminal they’d give a good 
deal to nab. Highly trained 
sleuths have made exhaustive 
studies of his haunts and habits.

Take My 


Word for It 
By Frank Colby 


AMDEN: My favorite com- 
mentator, and a few other 
well-known radio personalities, 
invariably pronouce the word ul- 
timatum as “OOL-ti-MAH-tum.” 
Can that be right?—Mrs. C.C.D. 


A. Ultimatum has long been 
in the English language, and is 
correctly pronounced acfording to 
English values: ULL-ti-MAY’tum. 
There is no sanction for giving 
it a Latinized twist. 

Ultimatum can no more be con- 
sidered Latin tnan thousands of 
other word such as major, genius, 
vapor, humor, etc., and who would 
give those word their “Roman” 
pronunciations: “mah-yore, gay- 
nee-ooss, wWah-pore, hoo-more’’? 


For centuries the English lan- 
guage has absorbed Latin words, 
as well as words from all other 
tongues, and converted them into 
English word with English pro- 
nunciations. 

Cogitate is Latin; would you 
pronounce it “koe-ghee-tah-tay”? 
Ratio is Latin; would anyone ever 
pronounce it “rah-tee-oh”? I 
think not. 

So it is with ultimatum, which 
has been in English for centuries. 
Even old Noah Webster, who had 
some pretty weird pronunciations 
in his original dictionary (1828), 
listed only: ULL-tee-MAY’tum. 

“OOL-tee-MAH’tum” strikes me 
as going to a lot of trouble to 
be wrong. 

Wheatfield: What is the origin 
and correct pronunciation of 
amen?—H.C. 

A. Amen is from the Hebrew. 
Its literal meaning is “certainly; 
truly.” In ecclesiastical usage 
amen is equivalent to “so be it; 
so shall it be; may it come to 
pass.” In speaking, amen is pro- 
nounced either ah-mén or ay-menh. 
In singing anthems, hymns, ora- 
torios, etc., ah-men is universal. 

Houston: Please tell our adver- 
tising class how to pronounce the 
word advertisement. Should we 
accent the second syllable only, 
or is the first-and third-syllable 
accent permissible?—S.T. 

A. Both pronunciations are 
sanctioned, but . AD-ver-TIZE’- 
ment is far niore prevalent for 
the reason that it more strongly 
suggests the word advertise.
